The Solar Cycle, or Cycle of the Sun, is a period of 28 years, in which all the varieties 
of the DonuDical Letters will have happened, and they will return in the same order as they 
did 28 years before. This Cycle commenced nine j’ears before the Birth of Christ, 

The Lunar Cycle or Cycle of the Moon, commonly called the Golden Number, and some- 
times the Metonic Cycle (from Melon, an Athenian, who invented it about 432 years before the 
Birth of Christ) is a revolution of 19 years ; in wliich time, the conjunctions, oppositions, 
and other aspects of tlie Moon arc within an hour and a half of being the same as they 
were on the same days of the montliB 19 years before. The prime, or Golden Number, 
is the number of years elapsed in this Cycle. At the Birth, the Golden Number was 2. 

The Rumaii Indictiou is a period of 15 years, used by the Romans i'ur the time of 
taxing theii’^rovinces. Three years of this Cycle had elapsed at the Bii th of Christ. 

The Julian Period contains 7980 years, and arises by multiplying together 28, 19, and 
16, being the Cycles of the Sun, Moon, and Indiction. This was also contrived as a period 
lor chronological matters, and is assumed as a correct and fixed rule in calculation by all 
tilre Astronomers and Chronologers throughout the Christian world. Its beginning is sup- 
posed to have commenced 710 years before the usual date of the creation of the world, or 
4714 before the commencement of th® Christian Era.

INTEREST TABLES. 

FOE CURRENT GOVERNMENT SECURITIES. 

Rnles observed at the Treasury for the calmilatwn of anticipated Interest on 
New Loans and Interest generally. 

1. Interest to be paid by the month : each month to be taken as one-twelfth of a 
year, and to consist of thirty days or parts. 

2. In cases where it may be necessary to calculate interest on the fractional parts 
of a month of thirty-one days, the extra day is to be struck out. 

3. Application of above Hule to a Loan on which the half-yearly interest falls due 
on the Slst December and 30th June of each year. 

4. A person subscribing on the 27th October would be entitled to Anticipation 
Interest from 27th October to 30th December, for two months and three days, thus : 

5. From 27tli October to 26th December, for two months or two-twelfths of a 
year. 

6. From 27th to 30th December, three days or three-thirtieths of one-twelfth, 

7. A person subscribing to the Loan on the 29th December would be entitled to 
only one day’s Anticipation Interest, on the 30th he would not be entitled to pay. 

8. A person subscribing to the three-and-a-half per cent, loan on any day in that 
month previous to the 28th February 1854, is entitled to interest from the day of 
subscription to the 27 th February, both days inclusive, and for each day he will receive 
one thirtieth of one-twelfth — thus: if he subscribes on the 3rd February, he will 
receive twenty-fivc-thirtieths, and if on the 1st Fcbruaiy, twenty-seven-thirtieths, of a 
month’s interest.

JANUARY. 

VEGETABLES. 


From this month forward vegetables of every kind will need to be constantly watered, 
and, if once or twhic a week wiLli liquid manure^ all the better. 

'Water Squashes every day copiously. 

Make sowings of Hadishes, Mustard, Caress, Spinach, and Lettuce for a succession. 
In the Upper l^rovinces i’eas may also be sown during this month ; but not in Bengal. 
Sowings of Celery may now be made for young plants to preserve through till the 
following cold season, if thought worth the w'hile. 

Put out young plants of Cabbage and KnoLKohl to 6.11 up vacant places in beds. 
Put out young Celery plants for succeBsiou. 

Celery will now be in a c-onditiou fit for earthing up to blanch. 

Keep a few plants of Lettuce, Mustard, and Cress for seed. Reserve one or two 
of the earliest formed heads of Artichoke for seed in Bengal : it is not necessary to do 
fio in Upper India. 

The plants should now be taken up for the manufacture of Tapioca and Arrowroot. 

FRUITS. 

Strawberries will now be blossoming and fruiting, and will require to be well watered* 
and nets or other means provided to protect them from birds. 

Water Lo([uats copiously. 

Kig-trees, iv.aches, l‘lums, and Grape-vines should now be pruned. 


ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 


Commence giving surface-dressings of fresh cow-manure to Roses. 

CbryBanthemums will have done fiowering, and should be taken out of their pots, 
pulled to pieces, and put out in a nmsery-bed lor a SQj)ply of new plants.

FEBRUARY. 

V E G E T A B L E S. 

Little can be done during this month in the cultivation of European vegetables, 
except copiously watering those that are already in the ground. 

Sowings of Lettuce, Mustard, and Cress, may still be made. 

To Peas that are reserved for seed, less and less water, if any, should be given at 
they ripen. 

FRUITS. 

Water Loquats liberally, as well as Peach, Plum, Lichee and Mango trees, as soon 
as the fruit is set. 

Earth up and water pine-apples. 

Fertilise Vauilla flowers. 

Sow seed of Water-melon. 

ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

This is the best season for transferring aiu h Oichids as require it to new pots or 

baskets. 

A 
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Hoyas will be starting into growth, and should either have the soil in the old pots 
partially changed, or be potted afresh ; they will now bear dividing, so as to make 
several plants out of one. 

Re-pot or re-plant Caladiums, Arum pictum, Manettia cordifolia, Cyrtopera flava, 
Hibiscus Jerroldian us, Gloriosa superba, and all such-like plants, that have been lying 
dormant during the cold season, as well as the several species of Crinum, Globba, 
Panceratiuin, Alpinia, Hedychiiim. Hippeastrum, and Kaempferia. 

Put in the border Petunias, Pholxes, Salpiglossis. 

Sow seeds of Poinciana, Tecoma, kc. 

Pot ofiE the choice kinds of Roses raised from cuttings laid down lu November, and 
keep them in the shade, well watered. 

Roses now may be layered with success. 


MARCH. 

vegetables. 

About the middle of this Month remove the soil from the stools of Asparagus and 
cover them over again iintnedialely with fresh soil, well enriched with old manure, and 
.commence watering copiously. 

Take up Carrots and Beet, and store them in pots of dry earth for future use. 

Ta,ke up and store Onions. 

At the beginning of this month, in the Upper Provinces, seeds of American Squasl 
should be sown. 

The stumps of Cabbages that have been cut should be allowed to remain, and be 
watered, as by their sprouts they will afford nice gatherings for the table lor some 
time to come. 

Dry the leaves of English Sage and Thyme, and store in bottles. 

Make sowings of Parsley in a shady place. 

FRUITS. 

Lichees will be ripening ; cover the trees betimes with nets, to save the fruit from 
birds. 

Well water Peach, Plum, and Mango trees, and Grape-vines, 

Fertilise Vanilla flowers. 

Cut back closely all wood, of last year’s growth, of B3.er trees. 

This is the season both in Bengal and Upper India for sowing the seeds of fine kinds 
of Melons. 

Thin out Plantains, remove the boR from the roots, fill in with fresh cow-manure, 
and water liberally. 

ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

Withhold water from Dahlias, and when the stems have died down, take up the tubers 
and store them in pots of earth or sand in a dry godown. 

Treat in the same way the several species of Oxalis. 

Withhold water from Gloxinia maculata, Lilium longifolium, and Richadia Ethiopica, 
and when the stems and leaves have died down, remove the pots vrith the bulbs within 
them undisturbed, w some dry godown, till the time ol re-potting in the following Oc- 
tober. Other bulbous and tuberous-root^ plants of a similar description should, of 
course, receive similar treatment. 

Cut well back the wood of last season’s growth of shrubs, such as Poinsettia, Holms- 
kioldia, Harailtouia Phlogncanthus, Aphelandra, Buddlea, Thumbergiai. and Casfiia alata, 
that have lately finished flowering. 

Euphorbia jacquiniflora should be treated in a similar way, and the cuttings inserted 
in pots of sand kept in a sheltered place and well watered : they will afford a nice ttock 
of new plants. 

Take up the choicer kinds of Verbena to pot, and keep under shelter during the Rains. 


APRIL. 

VEGETABLES. 

Little can be done now in the cultivation of vegetables, 
Well water Asparagus, 
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Gather seed of Onion and Salsify. 

Put Yams ill the ground and construct trellis-work for them to trail upon. 

FBUITS. 

Water Melons unremittingly. 

Keep Strawberry-plants watered while the Hot season lasts. 

ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

Tlie leaves of Gladiolus and some other bulbous plants will be dying down. The 
potfl (‘ontaiuiug them should be removed to some dry place, where they may remain 
till the time for re- potting comes round again. 

Acbimeiies, which at this time will be starting into growth, should be potted 
and well watered as soon as they appear above ground. 

MAY. 

VEGETABLES. 

Asparagus will now be in season, and the beds must be kept most plentifully watered. 

Lettuce may be raised in a shady place from acclimated seed. Beyond this there is 
nothing that can be done as regards European vegetables. 

At the close of the month is the proper time for sowing most native vegetables ; 
the several kinds of country Beans, Cucumbers and other Gourds ; of Maize, Oebro, 
Brinjals, 5rc. 

This is the period likewise for planting Ginger, Arrowroot, Jerusalem Artichoke, 
Kiichoo or Ghoyan, Sweet Potatoes, and the Tapioca plant. 

FRUITS. 

Continue to water Pine-apple. 

This is the pro[^r season for inarching and making gootees or layers of all the 
diflFereut kinds of fruits-trees. 

ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

There is little to be done in this department besides watering abundantly young 
and choice plants. 


JUNE. 

VEGETABLES. 

Maize and the ordinary country vegetables may still be sown. There is nothing that 
can be done as regards European vegetables. 

FRUITS. 

Seeds of Mango should now be sown for a supply of Rtooks for inarching upon. 

The operations of gootee, layering, and inarching may still be carried on, and cut- 
tings laid down to strike. 

ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

The slips of Chrysanthemum laid down in January will now have become large plants. 
They should be taken up from the nursery-bed and pulled apart ; ami each rooted slip 
be potted in a single pot, and those of the choicer kinds put under shelter before the 
heavy rams sot in. 

For potted plants, which are to be left exposed! to the weather during the Rains, 
bricks should be laid whereon the pots may rest out of access from worms. 

At the end of this month cuttings of most tropical plants may be put down for 
striking. 

As soon as the Rains have set in, examination should be made fo ascertain where plants 
are liable to suffer from the lodgment of around them, and the speediest means that 
can be devised be taken for draining it on. 


JULY. 

VEGETABLES. 

During this month sowings of most native vegetables, such as Brinjals, Ochro, 
Pul wills, Cucumbers, and the different kinds of runner Beans and Gourds may be conti- 
nued 
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Arrowroot, Uiuger, Turmeric, and Jerusalem Articliokes about this time will require 
eartbing up. 


FRUITS. 


The crowns of Pine-apples, of a fine kind when wrenched ofF should not be thrown 
away, but inserted in pots of sand under shelter. If watered regularly, they will soon 
form beautiful healthy plants. 

This is the best time for budding Peaches, Plums, and trees of the Orange and Lemon 
tribe. 

Sow Indian Sorrel and Cape Gooseberry.

Now is the most favorable time for budding Roses. 

This is the most successful season for striking cuttings of all tropical plants, which 
can be propagated in that way. 

Cuttings also of Rose Edouard, Dcvoniensis, and the China Roses will strike at this 
period. 


AUGUST. 

VEGETABLES. 

Sowings of Celery should now be made in pots, under shelter from the Rains. The 
seed will be slow in germinating ; but it is important that plants should be brought as 
forward as possible for planting out when the Rains are over in October. 

At this time also Asparagus seed should be sown, for a supply of plants to make new 
beds within October, if needed. 

Bow the small kind of Tomato. 

FRUITS. 

It will be found that Peaches, Plums and the Orange and Lemon tribe, may now 
be budded successfully. 

Cuttings also of the Orange tribe now laid down will strike readily. 

The frait of Guav4is, Custard-apples, ^nd l^omegranates should be tied up in fine 
muslin, to protect them from the attacks of birds and vennin. 

Now is the season for planting out suckers or offsets of Pine-apples. 

ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

Roses may be budded successfully during this month. 

Stephanotis fioribunda and many of the choicest tropical plants may now be 
propagated by cuttings in sand under glass. 

SEPTEMBER. 

VEGETABLES. 

Make sowings of Patna Pea. 

Commence sowings of Cauliflower, Cabbage, Knol-Khol, and Artichoke in pots under 
shelter, or on a raised piece of ground under a hoogla, in order to have plants well 
forward for putting out in the open ground as soon as the Rains are over. 
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FRtriTS. 

Peach-stones, sown now, will come tip in February, and afEonl stocks for budding 
upon in August. 

Prune away the lowermost leaves of Cocoa- nut -trees. 

ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

Sowings of German Aster, Heartsease, and Cinciuria should be made this month, 
M these plants take a long time to mature for blossoming favorably. 

At the beginning of this month sow Balsams. 

Richardia Ethiopica and the several species of Oxalis will now be moving. They 
should be potted and brought to the light immediately they appear above ground. 

This is the season for a general pruning of Rose-trees. 

OCTOBEP. 

VEGETABLES. 

As Boon as the RainR are well over, no time should be lost in preparing the ground 
and making sowings of Turnips, Carro(s, Peas, Beans, Froiieh Beans, Lettuce, Tomato, 
Spinach, Endive, Salsify, Mustard, Cress, Ra*lishes, Beet, Onions, and Leeks. 

Sow in Bengal English ('Ticumher-sced and American Squash. 

Put out in their places in the open ground young plants of Cauliflower, Cabbage, 
Enol-Kohl, Artichoke, and Asparagus. 

FRUITS. 

Now is the season for making up Strawberry-beds and putting in the plants. 

In the ll^pper Provinces gather Putwa, before it is injured by the cold.

Pots containiJig bulbs of Lilium longifolium should ))e well soaked with water ; and 
about twelve hours afterwards, the soil being thus rendered perfectly loose, the bulbs 
should be carefully taken out and re-potted. 

This is the best time for imported bulbs to arrive for potting, such as Hyacinths, 
Anemone, Ranunculus, and the several kinds of Narcissus, Iris, Ixia, &c.

Yams are now fit to be taken up for use. 

Plant out Onion-bulbs for obtaining a crop of seed from in April 
Take up Mint and plant it in a fresh soil, well enriched.

By the end of this month it is well to lay open the roots of mangoes, and also of 
peaches, plums, and grape-vines, and to withhold water entirely, in order to accelerate 
the fall of the leaf and the ripening of the bearing wood.

This is the best season for putting down cuttings of all kinds of Roses, and indeed 
of most exotics, natives of a colder climate. 

The several species of Ganna may now be dug up, parted, and planted in fresh ground. 


DECEMBER. 

VEGETABLES, 

Make sowings of Radishes, Mustard, Cress, Lettuce, Peas, and French-Beans fur 
succession. 

Put out fresh plants of Knol-Kohl, Cabbage, Cauliflower, and Celery. 

The most advanced crops of Celery will be now in a condition for earthing up to 
blanch previous to use. 

Water well Celery, Squashes, Radishes, and Asparagus seedlings. 

Withhold water from old Asparagus plants, that they may die down and go to rest, 

FRUITS. 

Gather Roselle. 

Well water Cape Gooseberries. In the North-West Provinces the plants should be 
covered in at night during the cold months, or they will be much injured by the cold, 
and the fruit will not ripen. 

Place seedling Bilimbis in a warm sheltered place during the cold months. 

Prune Fig-trees, Peaches, and Grape-vines. 

Towards the close of the month cover again the roots of fruit-frees that had been 
exposed, with fresh well-enriched soil. 

ORNAMENTAL PLANTS. 

Put down cuttings of Aloysia citriodora, Heliotrope, Geranium, Pinks, Carnations 
Habrothamuus, and Verbenas. 

Allow to dry down Arum pictum, Gesnera tubiflora, Sprekelia, the varieties of Cala- 
dium, and such-like potted bulbous plants. 

In the North-West Provinces cover over at night, to protect from frost, young Helio- 
tropes, TropcBolums, Canary Creeper, and eedliug Menhdee plants. 

Keep under the shelter of a warm verandah Ixora Javanica, Hoyas, and Vanilla 
plants, that are in pots. 

Make succession sowings of such quick -growing things as Browallia, Linaria, Cuphea 
Mignonette, French Marigold, and Convolvulus Major. 

Germaa Asters, Cinerarias, and Pansies will require re-potting in a richer soil.

In the case of most Annuals the time for sowing the seed is when the rains are 
over, about the middle of October. In the Uj)per l4ovinces the sowing should take 
place as soon as the abatement of the heat will allow, in order that the seedlings may 
be well advanced before the weather sets in at its coldest, during which period they re- 
main quite stationaiy, making little or no growth whatever, Kasturtiums, for instance, 
with the f)retty Canary Creeper, must be sovra in time to make a good grow'th liefore the 
frosty nights come, when they have to be carefully protected from the cold. If the sow- 
ing be deferred idl the (!okl setison is over, the plants will be killed by the approach of the 
Hot season l>efore they have put forth a blosbom. 

In Bengal again there are certain of the Annuals which take the whole of the time 
that the cold weather lasts to complete their growth, and only come into blossom just at its 
close. If the seeds of such kinds be not sowm very early, it amounts almost to a certainty, 
that the plants will die without flowering. Among these in particular may be mentioned 
Cineraria, German Asters, Jacobsea and Bulpiglossis. 

Others on the other hand, bloBsom witbin a much shorter period ; of such it is ad- 
visable always to reserve a poition of the seed for sowung in November. Among these 
may be mentioned more especially Nemophila and Larkspurs, the seed of which will not 
^miinate till the weather has become quite cold, and when sown early is liable to be lost 
before germinating. 

Sowing Annuals in pots is, no doubt, the more sure and economical plan ; for in that 
case the seeds are comparatively safe from the ravages of ants, of all things the most to be 
guarded against. 

It is essential that the soil used should be of a loose description, so that there be as 
little risk as possible of breaking the tender thread-like roots of the seedlings in the process 
of \%luit. is called pricking out. ' No better compost can be used than that recommended 
by Mr. Boss for the purpose* consisting of 

Leaf mould 8 parts. 

Common mould 8 parts. 

Band 1 part. 

The seeds when sown should be covered with nothing more than a mere sprinkling of 
soil, pressed down upon them gently with the hand. 

It is of the utmost importance that the seedlings should from the very first, have 
during the day, all the light and air that can possibly be given them short of absolute sun- 
shine, and at night, when the weather will admit, be put out in the open air to receive 
the dew. 

The mode of raising Annuals, however, attended with least trouble is to selects small 
plot of ground just of suflicient sise for the purpose ; well dig it, and make it very light 
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and mellow with vogetiible mould, and perfectly level. Then divide it off into little com- 
partments, and in each sow a different kind of seed, and affix a label. But a better plan 
yet, in my opinion, is to draw drills over the plot at the distance of half a foot between 
each di'ill, and sow in them the different kinds of seed in succession It is thus known ex- 
actly where to look for the seeds to come up ; when up also they are far more easily trans- 
planted from drills than when the seed has been sown bi'oadcast. Still, whichever plan is 
adopted, the whole plot must be sheltered from the sun during the day, and in bad weather 
at night, with a covering of hoogla, supported on a bamboo frame about three feet from 
the ground . About four-and-twenty hours previous the soil should be well drenched, so 
that at the time of sowing, without being wet and cloggy, it may be found moist and 
mellow. 

*' Annuals, ” says Sir J. Paxton, “ with the exception of a few particular sorts, all will 
derive great benefit from being transplanted. It will check the natural exuberance of 
their growth, and promote the production of fiowers.” “I am convinced, ” says Mr, 
M’Mcekin, head gardener formerly to the Agri-Uorticultural iSociety, ‘‘ that annuals in this 
country are improved by transplanting.” 

As a general rule for guidance in this matter, I have observed, with regard to all her- 
baceous plants, iis well as Annualn, that those which love a rich damp soil, such as Mimulus, 
Nemophila, German Aster, Cineraria, Balsams, 8lc., in no way sutfer, but are mther bene- 
fited by transplantation ; while those [dants the natural locality of which is a dry, arid 
soil, such as Lupins, Portulncn. Poppy. Eschsclioltzia. Mignouetto, &c. suffer severely and 
often irrecoverably from the process. 

Seeds of Annuals, such as it has been slated suffer too great a check from being trans- 
planted, may, especially wlieii seed is ]dcutiful, be \ cry advantageously sown at once in the 
border on the spot where they are to remain. 

The seed must not be cast merely on the hard, dry soil of the border, but a little mel- 
low leaf-mould oi* old well-vlccayed cow-manui*c be mixed up with the soil on the spots 
where the sowings are to be made. 

Annuals in the border require daily watering. 

FERNS. 

In my opinion nothing can surpass in beauty a choice assortment of these plants taste- 
fully arranged and in a healthy condition, and it seems strange that the ornamental glass 
Fem-cases, now so common in England, have not been introduced generally into the hulls 
and drawing-rooms of Calcutta, Ui which they would be admirably adapted. “ Ferns of 
many kinds,” Mr. John Scott obs(irv<v, “ may be grown in Bcitle-hou^es, but for a general 
collection of tropical species gluss structures are absolutely nccessajy, in order that their 
young and tender froiids may be shielded from the scorching influence of the atmosphere 
throughout the Hot seasou/ There arc notwithstanding several species which will thrive 
satisfactorily enough under the shade of a verandah among other potted plants, and it is 
by the contrast afforded by their foliage there that their beauty and grace can be more speci- 
ally recognised perhaps than in any other situation. To cjmfine them to Belle-houses, if 
intended for decoration, is unquestionably to SLCrifice in a great measure the object for 
which they are grown. 

The soil in which, according to my expcfience, Ferns thrive best is a mixture of cocoa- 
nut fibre and leaf-mould witli sand. Mr. John Scott recommends a compost, one-half 
pieces of charcoal of about the size of a beaa. and equal parts of vegetable mould, sand, 
and potsherds, and that repotting should be done in the cold season. 

They are usually grown in pots. Place three or four large pieces of brick at the bot- 
tom of the pot, so as to fill it more than a third way up. Upon these lay the cocoa-nut 
fibre, scattering it over with leaf-mould as the pot is gradually fiJled’to the top. Tlie Fern 
may then be planted, and a lew largw pieces of brick should be laid on the surface of the 
soil to keep it fixed and steady. With few exceptions they may be multiplied easily by 
division. 

Ferns may also be raised from seed. The plan perhaps best to be pursued is to fill 
a shallow pot with the materials and in the manner just described, finishing with a smooth 
layer of sandy leaf-mould within an inch of the top. Lower the pot into water to the 
rim, till the water, rising' through the hole at the bottom of the pot, soaks the whole 
of the contents. Then take it out, scattm* the spores lightly over the surface, and cover 
with a pieco of glass. W'hen the soil appears to be getting dry dip the pot again into 
water as before. 
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ORCHIDS. 

For the saoccssful cati ration of tlie larger part of thia pecqliar AnU delightfal race of 
plants an atmosphere either naturally humid, or rendered so artificially, is absolutely essen- 
tial. In the arid climate of the Upper Provinces it is hopeless .to attempt to grow them- 
and even in the oomparatirely damp region of Bengal their culture is att^&d with no 
more than what may be called partial success* The Khassya Hills, Nepal, Assani, Jara, 
and the locality of the Straits, are the native districts of large numbers, where the air is 
altno.st constantly saturated with. moisture, and where theyfloarish in all their vigoiir and 
loveliness. In the locality of Calcutta there are a certain few only that can be estivated 
with much satisfaction. Numbers, it is true, have from time to time been introduced and 
been seen to blossom beautifully ; but it would be difficult as well as useless to enumerate 
them, as they have been here but the one season and gone the next. More especially may 
this perhaps be said of many of the su})erb species from tropical America and the Brasils, 
which have been imported of late years. These for the most part live in a lower tempe- 
rature than they can obtain in this country ; and their cultivation with success is as yet 
uncertain. 

The following directions for propagating them equally applicable here as elsewhere, 
are given by Mr. B. S. Williams in his work, ‘ The Orchid Grower’s Manual* ; — 

“ Some arc easily increased by dividing them into pieces, or by cutting the old 
pseudo-bulbs from the plants after the latter have done flowering. Such plants as Dendro- 
bium are increased in this way. The best time for this is just as they begin to grow, or 
when they are at rest. They should be cut through with a sharp knife between the pseudo- 
bulbs, being careful not to harm the roots. Each piece should have some roots attached to 
it. They should be parted and potted, and receive no water till they have begun to grow. 

Dfindrobium nobilfif D. Pierardii &g. are propagated : — 

“1. By bending the old pseudo-bulbs round the bosket or pot in which they are 
growing. 

“ 2. By cutting old fl8wering-bulbs away from the plant ; laying them on damp 
moss, and, when they make roots, potting. 

JJendrobium Afffjregatnm. D. Densiflorum, and similar, ore increased by dividing the rooti 

Aeridea : Venda : Anrreectfm : Saeeolabhnti : Meranthera. 

“ 1. Cut off the top of the plant, just below the first root. 

“ 2. Take young growth, from the bottom of the plant. 

Epidendmm: Cymbidium : Cail-ogyne : Oattldya : Phtia : and many others. . 

“ Divide into pieces with portions of the roots attached, and a young bulb on the 
pseudo-bulb.” 

The period of the year when the plants are at rest is the same here as in England 
that is to say, from the beginning of November to the eud of February. The close of 
this period is considered the time for repotting them, — just as they begin to start 

iulo growth. Some, however, coubider the month of June or July preferable for the pur- 
pose. Previous to potting it is Laid down as indispensable that they receive no water for 
a few days. They should be elevated somewhat above the level of the pot. The principal 
point to be attended to is that they be provided with thorough drainage ; for it is said that 
‘‘ although the plants are fond of moisture they never thrive, except the water has a fi-ee 
passage through the pot.” But in connection with this it must also be remembered that 
here when they are in the condition of most vigorous growth it is the driest period of the 
whole year. At this season, therefore, when they arc most craving of moisture, frequent 
waterings must be given them, to counteract the perfect state of dryness to which such 
through dvainage W'ouLl soon reduce them. And herein indeed seems to consist the main 
difficulty in their cultivation — the making the drainage effectual, and the compensating, 
by a seasonable fresh supply of water, for that which by evaporation and drainage is so 
soon withdrawn. The difficulty is removed of itself when the Hot season is over and the 
Rains have set in r but thou a difficulty of just the opposite tendency occurs. The plants 
now do not dry soon enough : damp stagnates, and rnouldiuess and rot ensue. The re- 
medy is obvious, — abundance of fresh air, and all the ventilation possible. 

For watering Orchid.s, wffien the collection is large, a brass syringe, made for the 
purpose, is all but indispensable. They for the most part rest from gi’owth during the 
two or three months of the Cold season, previous to wliich watering sbmild be gradually 
more and more abstained from. 

Different modes of growing them are adopted, suited to the peculiar habit of each* 
Some thrive best fastened with moss upon the bough of a tree or upon a log, some in 
open Work baskets of wire or wood, and some few in pots. 

B 
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When grown in pots, the system given by Sir J Paxton, as that adopted by Messrs. 
Rolliuson, is as follows : — 

Take a pot somewhat smaller than the one in which the plant is to be placed. Turn 
it upside down in the bottom of the said pot. This tends to fill up the pot, and assists 
the drainage very much — a verjr impoi*tant object, as these plants will not thrive at all if 
allowed to become saturated with water. Put large pieces of potsherds into the bottom 
of the pot, then above these smaller pieces, then a layer of peat, and potsherds in suc- 
cession till the pot is filled. On these materials the plant is placed. 

“ It will be loose and ready to tumble over, if of such kinds as Cattleyasor Deudro- 
biums to prevent which, thrust into the compost some stout sticks ; and tie each pseudo- 
bulb to each stick firmly. These will secure the plant, and give it a neat, tidy appearance. 

When grown in suspended baskets, the materials with which the baskets are filled 
will be much the same as those employed in the system of potting above given. Peat, 
however, such as used in England, is not to be obtained in the plains of this country ; 
therefore what comes nearest to it, leaf-mould, with which cf>coa-nut fibre is well -inter- 
mixed, must be made use of in its place. Mr. John Scott informed me that the material 
he used was charcoal and cocoa-nut fibre exclusively with no crocks. 

For many, lightei* kinds of material than the above mentioned should be emjdoycd. 
Aerides, Vanda, Saccolabium Vanilla Epidendrum iiocturuum, and Dendrobium foriuo- 
sum, thrive better in moss than in soil. 

THE ROSE. 

Those who are really fond of “ the Queen of flowers,” and desire io possesR ft collec- 
tion of the finest Roses, Xmoat strongly recommend to procure them direiit from England. 
Tliere is no other way of obtaining them so cheaply or so satisfactorily. Most persons 
here w'ho possess choice Roses seem anxious to keep them as much as possible exclusively 
to themselves ; and the few choice ones w'bich native dealers have at their disposal, 
including the now not uncommon one EUse Sauvage, they sell at as much as four or five 
rupees a plant — more than twice the cost at which they can l)e importeil. 

It is generally supposed that the procuring of Roses fi^jm Europe is attended with 
considerable expense. This is a great mistake. ** Dwarfs,” by w'hich are meant Roses 
on their own roots, as those arc called that ore raised from cuttings or layers, as w^ell as 
those which are budded on the stock l^eneath the soil, and Dwarf- Standards,” as those 
arc called which ai-e budded on stocks under two feet high, mostly cost a shilling each, 
and none except the very newest, that is, such as have been produced within the last two 
years, cost more than eighteen-jience. The cost of conveyance by Peninsular and Orientiil 
JSteamer of a package containing about fifty Hoses is 21. lin. For case and packing the 
jiarserymun charges Hit. Tuere is no duty upon them. From these items, then, it will 
be seen that for sixty rupees (6? ) a package of fifty of the finest Roses grown may bo 
obtained. 

The layering of many Roses may be performed at all seasons of the year, but with 
some few of the choicer kinds, such as Glorie di Dijon, it will prove most successful in 
February. 

Mr. Errington very kindly coramunicated to me the following happy method he has 
adopted for layering Roses. He plunges a pot filled with soil in the giound, at the place 
where the layer is to be made, and layers the Rose in the usual way. This is done in 
I^’cbi uary, shortly before the Hot season. Hv. then places another pot upon the soil of the 
pot in which the layer has been made ; half fills this upper pot with earth, and keeps the 
remaining half always filled with wafer. The water slowly trickles dowm to the layer be- 
low and keeps it constantly moist. The layer is ready to be cut by the beginning of the 
Rains. 

The best season for lying down cuttings of Roses is undoubtedly in November. By 
March they become nice little rooted plants, and may then be taken up and potted off. 
Cuttings of vigorous and healthy growth from the Tea-Roses Devoniensis and Elise Sau- 
vage will, 1 have found, strike readily if put down in July during the Rains. 

I am indebted likewise to Mr. Errington, Head Gardener of the Agri -Horticultural 
Society, for the following particulars respecting his mode of raising Boses from cuttings. 
To strike them in he uses a mixture of one part of fine charcoal to three of sand. One 
advantage of this mixture, he says, is that the cuttings when struck, will continue grow- 
ing and thriving ; but that when stiuck in sand alone, they must be removed and potted 
in soil, or they soon die. He aJw^ays uses slips with heels of the old wood. He takes care 
lo lay the heel of the slip against the side of the pot, hut not the whole length of the 
slip. He says the mixture cannot be pressed too closely round the slips. He covers 
them with a bell-glass. 

During one Cold esasun 1 made experiments on striking cutting of Rosea in bottles of 
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water. The ones I attempted were the delicate Tea-roses Devon iensis, Eliae Sauvage, 
and Peel’s Bose, and with each I met with complete success. The following 1 found the 
points essential to be attended to : 

The water must be perfectly clean and pure, and changed frequently to keep it so. 
Not more than one or two slips most be put in the same bottle, or the water will become 
corrunot and the slips rot. 

The slips must be of the youngest growth, foot-stems of a flower that has just blos- 
somed and fallen off. 

The bottles should be placed on tbe north side of the house, or behind some screen 
where they may have plenty of light without Sunshine, and be sheltered from wind. An 
old box, without the lid, laid upon its side with the outer smface of the bottom facing 
the sun, serves admirably for putting the bottles in. 

Small vials do not contain water enough ; ten-ounce confectionery bottles should bo 
used ; tumblers will do, but are rather inconvenient. 

It is exceedingly interesting to watch the cuttings gradually from their callus, as 
they will completely do in about three weeks, and then some time after emit one or two 
white silvery fibrous roots. As soon as they do this they should be potted off at once. 

The budding of Roses is performed with the greatest facility and success in the 
l'''ppcr Provinces, and by this method choice Boses may soon be multiplied there to any 
extent. The kind employed for a stock is the Rose Edouard, which grows there with 
great vigour, the bark yielding most freely to receive the bud. The operation may be 
performed in but much better at any time during the months of July and August. 

In Bengal, from the difiicuUy of finding a stock the bark of which will separate 
freely, from the wood, budding is seldom or never attempted, I have not the least doubt, 
however, that by a piopcr way of proceeding, budding may be resorted to there also as 
one of the most ready aiKl satisfactoiy means of multiplying choice Roses. 

When one has become possessed of buds of any valuable Rose an efficacious way of 
turning them to account would no doubt be, by sacrificing any common young Rose plant 
by cutting it completely down, removing the soil, and inserting the buds upon the stump 
or upon the root, the bark of which will always yield readily. 

drafting, or more properly inarching, is tlie practice that has been almost uniformly 
adopted in Bengal for the pr )pagation of the choicer kinds of Roses, — in my opinion a 
very inferior mode of proceeding. The stocks employed for this purpose in the garden 
of thcAgri- Horticultural Society arc of the Rosa gigantea, and the China Rose Due de Berri. 

Roses, raised either from cuttings or layers, will come into full perfection of bearing 
by the second season after lliey have been planted out, particularly if they have re- 
ceived lii)Gral treatment. They do not like a wet, undraiued soil, and as little do they like 
u dry and arid one. It is therefore best to plant them in a gently raised bed, from which 
the superabund.ance of wet during the Rains may pass off ; but as a situation of this 
kind subjects them to a greater degree of drought during the hot months, they must, at 
that season be, from time to time, liberally supplied with water. 

General Jenkins, in his MS. notes gives the following plan : — “To make Roses blow 
every mouth : Have the roots taken up with plenty of earth before they are usually pruned 
and let them stand without water till they lose their leaves. Then give just enough to 
keep them alive, and when you wish them to blow plant them in good mould. Pruned 
and watered a little they will blow in six weeks.’* 

I can to some extent certify from my own experience to the efficacy of this plan. 
Roses love now and then an entirely new soil, and transplantation every year or tvro is 
the vei*y best thing that can be done for them. When not transplant^, they should in 
October, after the Rains are over, have their roots laid hare by the removal of the earth for 
two or three weeks, and then covered in with new soil well enriched with old cow-manure. 

Surface-dressing during the months of December and January I have found of prodi- 
gious lienefit, making the plants break forth with wonderful vigour. Drawing the earth 
away from the stem, so as to form a circular ridge at a foot’s distance around it, I throw 
into the shallow basin thus formed a basket of fresh cow-dung, and from a considerable 
height pour water upon it The water thus passes into the soil as a thick Rquid manure. 

A fresh quantity of cow-dung is applied at the interval of about a mouth. 

When well-cultivated, Roses appear to me to thrive and blossom far more satisfac** 
torily in the open ground than they do in pots. A common mode of cultivating Roses, 
and one of wbich the natives are very fond, is to grow them in xing-pots These arc 
earthen cylinders sixteen inches in diameter and \^wo feet long, let into the earth endwise ^ 
about a foot deep, and filled with soil to within three inches of the riir. , The method of the 
natives is to cut the Roses, planted in these completely down, to within two or three iuchem . 
of the roots in October ; a week or two later to remove the soil from the roots, and having 
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left them exposed a lew days, to fill in with a solution of oil -cake, of the consistency of 
thick mud. very offensive to the nose at the time. The plants under this treatment it is 
true blossom very beautifully a month or so afterwards, but it is a mode of cultivation 
that possibly would not suit every one’s taste.

CTJTTIISrC3-S- 

Plantinr consists, for the most part, in transferring young shrubs or trees from the 
pots in which they have been growing, into the placesiii the open ground where they 
are permanently to remain. This with many plants of a robust nature may be done almost 
indifferently at any season. But the two seasons more especially suited for the operation 
are at the setting in of the Rains, and at the commencement of the Cold season. Asa 
general rule it may be laid down that plants natives of this country are planted out most 
successfully just previous to their breaking for their summer growth, a little after the com- 
mencement of the Rains; while plants natives of a colder climate, and that are in the 
greatest vigour of growth during the Cold season, as Roses, for inst ance, should be planted 
about October. Most plants of the former class may, however, be planted out in February, 
but. in that case those of a less robust habit demand a vast deal of attention, both in shel- 
tering thorn from the sun. and in keeping them well watered during the hot m>nths. 

The usual method with vidlees^ if not looked after, when planting out a young shrub 
or fruit-tree, is to dig a hole in the ground only just large enough to receive the baV. of 
earth in which the roots are contained ; whereas the proper plan is to dig the hole aa 
much as two feet in diameter, and a foot and a-half deep, for moderate sized shrubs, and 
proportionately larger for those of a larger size and for fruit-trees. ’J'he sod that is taken 
out should be broken up somewhat small, and mixed with old stable refuse, decayed 
cow-dung, and rotten leaves, and then thrown into the hole again. If the ground be then 
drenched with water for a day or tw'O previous, It will sink to the level at which it wdll 
remain, and the plant may be put down at once at its proper height without any fear of 
Its crown becoming buried beneath the soil by subsequent sinking, as might otherwise 
happen. The plant should be copiously watered at the time, and for some little time 
afterwards, when the soil becomes dry. 

Tbanspl ANTING-. — T here are few things in which the ‘malee. will manifest his indo- 
lence more than when employed in transplanting. If not keenly watched, he will, to rnako 
easy work of it, begin digging round the plant almost close to ihe stem so that the ball 
of eai’th he has to take up be as small as possible, cutting through or tearing away all 
the large long roots that come in his way, rather than extracting them carefully out. 

In lifting a plant great care, and often much patience, are required, so that the roots 
sustain the least possible injury. It will sometimes however, unavoidably happen that the 
roots become so much bioken or disturbed in the operation that the plant would suffer 
severely, if removed at once to the spot intended for it and immediately exposed to the 
sun and air. In such case it will be found advantageous to put it into as small a pot as 
will contain it, fill in the pot with soil, and well water it ; then convey it to a darkened 
room, and keep it there during the day, bringing it out in the evening to remain in the 
open air and I'eceive the benefit of the dew during the night. After a few days it may be 
lOTt out in some well-shaded spot during the whole day, and in no great length of time 
when its wounded roots have become healed, it will bear any amount of exposure. It may 
then be shifted from its pot and planted in the place where it is intended to remain. The 
worst it will have suffer^ will be the temporary shedding of its leaves merely. 

CUTTINOB. — Some plants may be propagated by cuttings at nearly all times of the 
year, but the majority most successfully in the Rains. Borne of our choicer plants, natives 
of a cold climate, and that are in vigorous growth only in the Cold season, cannot be mul- 
tiplied by cuttings successfully except at that season. 

Some cuttings strike so readily that it is almost immaterial how they are put into 
the ground. But most cuttings, it has been ascertained, strike more readily by being 
inserted slopingwise in the ground, than when they are planted upright. Indeed, it is 
well to lay them so slopingwise, that their summits go not more than an inch high above 
the ground, and then earth up, and cover all but the two uppermost buds. The cuttings 
thus protected are not nearly so liable to become dried up and to perish as when almost 
their whole length is left exposed to the air. 

The end of the cutting which is to be inserted in the soil should be cut across with a 
clean cut just below a leaf bud. Some gardeners are of opinion that slips strike more 
readily than cuttiugs. A slip is a small shoot pulled off a plant at its point of junc- 
tion with the stem bringing away with it a heel of wood ana bark from the stciOi 
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None of the leaves, or os few os possible, should be removed from the upper end of 
a cutting. 

Methods or Stbikino and Soil. — A large number of the plants kept for distribution 
in the gardens of the Agii-HorticuUural Society are raised from cuttings laid down in 
common garden-soil during the Rains in an open situation without shelter cither from 
sun or wet weather, and possibly a situation thus ext)osed to the full action of the at- 
mosphere is the very best for them ; for of all things, most baneful to cuttings is that 
tendency in the earth to come sour, which occurs during the Rains, in situations at all 
sheltered and secluded. The native nurserymen I have observed, to strike their cuttings, 
make use of a mellow soapy description of clay seemingly the substratum thrown up 
in the cleaning of tanks. This appears to be singularly tenacious of wet and yet to have 
no tendency whatever to turn sour, 

To propagate the choicer kinds of plants, however, a more careful mode of procecd*- 
ing must be adopted. 

Fill small pots with sand, place the cuttings close around the inside of them, sink 
the pots to the rim in the bed of sand, and cover them with bell-glasses. When the ' cut- 
tings are struck the pots may be taken out and other pots with fresh cuttings fitted into 
their places. In this way, when the cuttings arc removed, the bed of sand is not disturb- 
ed, as it would be were pots not employed. Moreover, it is maintained, cuttings strike 
far more readily by being laid in contact with the sides of the pots. 

The sinking of the pots to the rim I consider of great importance ; a.s one point 
essential to success in striking cuttings is that the soil in which they are inserted should, 
if anylhmg, he of a somewhat higher temperature than the surrounding atmosphere. 
Whereas if the pots be left above ground, the evaporation that takes place through their 
porous sides mn.st necessarily much reduce the temperature of the soil within them and 
80 be very prejudicial to the cuttings. 

Mr. Errington, Hoad-Gardenor of the A gri- Horticultural Society, informed me that of 
some thousands of cuttings, he put down one year in pure sand, most succeeded ; but that 
on the following year nearly all that heao put down, failed. He therefore had adopted the 
material employed in the Botanical Gardens, which he said, uniformly proved efficacious ; 
that is to say, three parts of sand to one of fine charcoal. This then, in all cases will be 
the material safest to use. Notwith.standing, I fancy in the instance where Mr. Errington 
failed with sand only, the sand was not pure ; as, indeed, it hardly ever can be, when 
used just in the condition in which it is brought from the bed of the river. And the 
greater or 1e.s8 degree of impure matter incorporated in the sand may make all the differ- 
ence in the cuttings, for which It is employed, not succeeding in one case, and succeeding 
in the other, I have myself on occasions well washed the sand ; and it needs only to do 
so to find out how far from pure it is ; but this is a very troublesome operation, which 
the admixture of a little charcoal renders needless as it is the nature of charcoal to cor- 
rect all impurity. 

1. ] The Hriking of cutting in watcTf Dr. Lindley says, is an old practice and 
quotes a communication to the ' Gardeners' Chronicle,' to show the manner of it ; — 

I tie vial-bottles by the necks and hang them in the windows of our small green- 
house, having filled them with clean soft water. I then put in slips of Salvia Calceola- 
ria Mimulus, Myrtle, or any thing I wish to propagate of the same description of plant ; 
in about two or three weeks or a month, the little silverlike roots appear, and in a week 
or ten days I plant them in small pots well watered ; they never seem to flag, or- mind 
the change, and I rarely lose a slip." 

1 have myeelf mactised this method daring the Cold season with Verbenas, Habro- 
ihamns, Salvia splendens and Boses, atod found n<» method more successfal or less 
troublesome. The points to be attended to as most conducive to success 1 conclude to 
be the following : — 

1. That the cuttings be the summits of the youngest shoots, in a state of vigorous 
growth at the time. 

2. That capacious bottles be used, so that there be less likelihood of the water 
becoming foul. 

3. That the water be changed often, to ensure its being quite pure. 

4. Thai when changed it be tepid, so as to afford, in some degree, the bottom heat, 
so essential for the speedy formation of a callus. 

5. That the cuttings be sheltered from wind and sun, but otherwise have all the 
light and air possible. 

6. That they be removed out of the cold air into the house at night ; and, if the 
bottles be plunged half-way up in a tepid bath, probably so much the better. 
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2. ] I siibloin a few remarks by Miss Maling on the of cutting in sand and 

water : — ‘ Heliotropes, Verbenas, Lobelias, and Begonias do most beaiitifuliy, as do any 
of the very young soft shoots, when planted in pans of silver-sand soaked and over- 
flowed with a little sheet of water. Many hard-wooded plants, even hai’d to strike by 
other means, will grow in this way well. 

“ The shoots taken ofE as short as possible, and as fresh, and having only the lowest 
leaves snipped off, if necessary, near the stalk (not close to it) may be stuck in all over, 
and if put in a warm and sheltered place, as over a greenhouse-stove, will grow most 
rapidly and make the most charming bunches of little fibry roots. These things will often 
strike even in small bottles of rain-water, the convenience of which is that they take up 
so little room. Previously to drawing out the little plants, it is well to soak the sand 
thoroughly, to avoid tearing the rootlets. The cuttings raised in sand must, as a rule, 
have their roots filled in with sand, when they are first removed.” 

3. ] The method of propagathig hy eyes or buds is simply to take a plump shoot of 
the season, on which the leaves are healthy and the buds not yet started. About half an 
inch or less above and below a bud, cut the shoot slopingwise into the wood, so that the 
cut each way may meet just about a quarter of an inch boLiiiid the bud. The piece of the 
shoot with the bud upon it just as it is, is planted firmly in a pan of sand, with the point 
of the bud just visible above the surface. It is essential that the bud have a leaf attach- 
ed to it, which should not be taken off. The sand is kept moistened and the pan cover- 
ed with a pane of glass. This is a practice that has long been employed in England in rais- 

plants of the Orange tribe, and has proved equally successful with Oauicllias and Hoses. 

4. ] Propagathti hy layering, though, generally speaking', a slower proces8,thau by 
cuttings, is a much surer one. for there are few plants which, when in a thriving condi- 
tion, cannot be iiiultii)licd by this method. It is obvious, moreover, that larger and more 
advanced plants may be obtained by layers than by cuttings. 

The operation is as follows : select a branch of ripened wood of the plant to be 
layered, that will bear being bent down to the earth without breaking. Cut the branch 
half through with a sharp knife just under one of the leaf-buds towards its extremity, and 
then pass the knife upwards, so as to slit the branch about an inch or two up. Th(j slit- 
piece, w’ith the leaf -bud at its extremity, called the “ tongue*’ should be kept open by 
inserting a small piece of tile. Remove the earth to the depth of two or three inches 
from, or place a flowerpot over, the spot just where the tongue falls, on the branch bcjing 
bent down, then carefully bend the tongued part of the branch into the earth, or into the 
flowerpot ; secure it in that position by a peg and cover it over with earth, which should 
be pressed down and watered. It is recommended to head down the branch when layered ; 
but this is not always done. If the layer is put down in the month of February or March 
it is very essential that the soil be frequently wateied, and never allowed to become dry 
and hard. What Mr, Rivers enjoins with regard the layering of Roses may, no doubt, 
be considered applicable to all layered plants : “ Have the tongue at the upper part of 
the shoot, so as not to be in the p.art which forms the bow as it is of conseciuence that it 
should be within two inches of the surface, so as to feel the effects of the atmospheric 
heat. Unless this is attended to, the roots will not be emitted quickly. 

A modification of the above process, I have found attended with great success in 
layering some kinds of Roses and other plan's, the boughs of which are too rigid to be 
bent down : — 

Procure a flowerpot which lias had part of its side broken out, make a tongue in the 
branch to be layered, as before directed. Raise the flowerpot up so that the branch, 
passing through the broken side may have its tonguetl part just about two inches below 
the level of the soil, when the pot is filled in. Keep the flowerpot permanently in this 
position by some support placed beneath it ; insert a piece of tile in the pot where the 
side is broken away, and then fill in with a mellow soil composed of leaf -mould and sand, 
which must be kept constantly moist. 

5. ] Tke mode of propagation hy Gootee is thus described by Mr, Masters, formerly 
head-gardener in the C^cutta Botanical Gardens : — 

** Select a firm healthy branch, the wood of which is well-ripened ; and immediately 
under a leaf-bud take off a small ring of bark, about one inch wide. Scrape the woody 
part well, so that no bark remains. Apply a ball of well-tempered clay ; bind it on 
securely with tow or other soft bandage ; make it fast to a stake, if necessary ; hang a 
small pot, having a whole in the bottom, just over the Goatee ; supply it with water 
daily. In a few months you will obtain a fine well-rooted plant. 

“ As the fibres are emitted from the buds that are above the wound, they will de- 
scend Into the ball of earth and form roots. As soon as they are seen protruding 
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themsclvcB through the bandage, the branch may be cut off from the parent-tree, and 
planted where it is intended that it should remain. This appears to be the moat expedi- 
tious method of obtaining strong well-rooted plants, and, at the same time, is a sure 
method of procuring duplicates of any desirable variety. Of sixty-five Gootces, made 
in June, of the Joncsia Asoca, the whole were well-rooted in October ; while of forty- 
layers made at the same time, and on the same iiidiriduel tree, none were w'ell rooted 
and some only just beginning to form. The Lichee requires four months to form good 
roots.” 

C.] The operation of inarching is commonly called grafting here, and is always sub- 
stitutod for it, being performed with far greater certainty of success ; but, except for 
Mangoes, .Sapotas, and in Bengal Peach trees, there is not often need to I'esort to it. Some 
of the choicer kinds of Hoses, it it is true, are frequently inarched ; but with due care 
more thriving plants may be procured by means of cuttings, or layers, if not by budding. 
The process is performed thus : Procure a seedling, of about one or two years old, of 
the plant to be inarched, or where a seedling is not to be obtained, a rooted cutting of 
the same age, of the plant that is to supply the stock. Put it in a pot, and when it is 
well established it will be ready to be operated upon. Slice away from one side of the 
young stem a piece of bark, with a thin layer of the wood beneath it, about two inches 
long ; do the .same to a young stem of the plant to be inarched from, and then bring 
logcthci the two stems that have thus been operated upon so that the cut parts lie clo.se 
in contact face to face, and bandage them with cotton twist. In course of time, when 
the parts have united, head down the stock and dLssever the scion from the parent plant 
by cutting it through below the bandage. The grafted plant must then be put somc- 
wheie in a shaded place and not removed from its pot till it has made a vigorous growth, 
and stock and scion have become thoroughly incorporated.

(^.)— All instruments chargeable under this Act with the duty of one anna, bills of 
exchange and jiroinissory notes drawn or made out of British India, and transfers by 
endorsement of shares of Companies and Associations may (subject to the provisions 
heieinafter contained) bo stamped with adhesive stamps. 

(ft) — The stamp on evciy’ other instrument chaa'gcablc under this Act shall either be 
impressed on the paper whereon the instrument is written, or be otherwise denoted by 
the Collector or the Superintendent of Stamps, in accordance with such rules as the 
Governor-General of India in Council may from time to time prescribe in this behalf. 

Du.ti4*s fty wlwm payable — In the absence of an agreement to the contrary, the ex- 
pense of providing the proper stamp shall be borne — 

1#<.— In the case of any instrument mentioned in the first schedule to this Act (other 
than a policy of insurance, a mortgage-deed, a settlement, a conveyance, a lease, an in- 
strument of exchange of partition-deed where money is paid for equality of exchange 
of partition, an appraisement of valuation, an award and a copy, duplicate or extract), — 
by the person drawing, making, or executing such instrument ;

When uny person,* not a Hindu, Muhemmadan, or Buddhist, or ezemptcfl by tbe 
Governor-General in Council from the <^ratton of the Indian Bnccession Act, dies leav- 
ing “ assets” in India, it is the duty of the *Mud^ of the District” (Act II of 1874,§ 64) 
within which the assets are locally situated at the tlihe cf the death, to take charge of 
them, and this is al^ys the case, whether the deceased has left a Will or died intestate. 

The district Jud(ra is to report the case to the Administrator-General of the Presi- 
dency (Act H ol 1674,1 64). ** Assets” aiclade immoveable a^ well as moveable property 

S 3). 

In case of a death, theiefore, persons interested in the preservation of the property 
of the deceased in India should at once communicate with the Judge of the district iii 
which any of it Is situated, and with the Administrator-General of the Presidency. 

They should state the full name and occupation of the deceased — his nationality — 
the date and place of his death>>the nature and amount of any property he may have 
loft in the distdctinejncstlon, or in atir other part of India : whether there is or is not a 
Will : if so, where it is ; the nanles and addreBses of the witnesses and executors: if there 
is no Will, they should give the nsames and addresses of the next-of-kin of the deceas- 
ed, Scc.j so far as they are themselves informed on these mattera 

It ib also very important, with reference to the stamp duty, that the person who is 
to represent tbo estate should know, as soon as possible, the vsine of the assets, moveable 
and immoveable, as accurately as it can be asoertained ; for until he has this knowledge 
he cannot apply for probate of letters of athUinistraHon. The Court Fees Act intpo«>C4 a 
stamp duty of 2 percent, upon the assets if they exceed 14)00 rupees, and tbei-e is no 
provision in' the Act fur any ai^ustment of the stamp doty after the grant has lieen made. 
It must l)e paid in full at once, and no refund can be mode under the Act if the asfkU.s are 
^ ovei -estimated. The Government will, however, mider a recent order, allow application 
to lie made for a refund in restiect of money paid in satisfaction of the debts of the de- 
ceased.

An executor or administrator of a deceased depositor is entitled afterwai'ds to receive 
Any sum in the hands of the perSoh so receivings the deposit from the Secreftary of the 
Bank, deducting such part of it as is lawfully paid away in the due course of administra- 
tion, and a creditor of the deceased may recover his debt against a person so receiving the 
deposit, should any part remain in his hands unadministered, in the same manner as if 
the receiver had obtained letters of administration. 

if the amount of deposit itt a Oovetnment Savings Bank belonging to the estate of a 
deceased person does not exceed 1,000 rupees, such amount shall be excluded in compute 
ing the fee chargeable under the Court Fees Act of 1870 on the probate or letters of ad- 
ministration or certificate in respect of his other property. But a certificate of the deposit 
atnefunt signed by the Secretary of the Bank will, in this case, have to be produced before 
the Court (Act V. of 1873 T/ie ffovemuient Savings Bank Act), 

The enactment does not apply to deposits in Savings Banks belonging to estates of 
European officers, soldiers or deserters. 

Lettees of Administration in case of Intestacy, 

When the deceased has died intestate, those who arc connected with him either by 
marriage or consanguinity, arc entitled to obtain letters of administration of his estate 
and effects in the following order (Act X. of 1865 § 200.) 

If the deceased has left a widow, administration shall be granted to the widow, un- 
less tlie Court shall see cause to exclude her. 

If there he no widow, or if the Coui't see cause to exclude her, it shall commit the 
administration to the person or persons who would be beneficially entitled to the estate 
according to the rules for the distribution of an intestate’s estate : provided that when 
(he mother of the deceased be one of the class of persons so entitled, she shall be solely 
entitled to administration (§203). 

Those who stand in equal degree of kindred to the deceased are equally entitled to 
administratioh (§ 204)* 

The hilsband sui’viving his wife has the same right with respect to her estate (§205). 

When there is no person connected with the deceased by marriage or consanguinity 
who is entitled to letters of administration and willing to act, they may be granted to a 
Crecliior (§206 but an Administrator-General is entitled to administer in preference to 
any one but an executor, universal legatee or absolute next-of-kin (Act II erf 1864, § I.')). 

The application for letters of administration should be made by petition properly 
stamped, and should state the time and place of the death of the deceased : the family 
or other relatives of the deceased, and their respective residences ; the right in which 
the petitioiter claims ; that the deceased left some pxoperty within the juriscliction of 
the District Judge to w^henn the application is made ; and the amount of the asset 
which are likely to come to the petitioner’ : hands {§ 246). The petition should be sub- 
scribed by the petitioner, and verified thds ; — ^ I, (A. R), the petitioner in the above 
petition, declare that what is stated therein is true to the best of my knowledge and be- 
lief (Act X. of 1866 S 247). 

liCtters of administration cannot be granted until after the expiration of fourteen 
clear days from the day of the intestate’s death (§ 258). They entitle the administrator 
to all rights belonging to the intestate as effectumly os if the administration had been 
granted at the moment after his death (§191), but they do riot rOhder Valid any inter- 
mediate acts of the administrator tending to the diminution or damage of the 
intestate’s estate (§192). 

tjvery person, except ail AdmiilistTator-Gettcral, to Whott any grant of administra- 
tion is committed, is called upon to enter into a bond, with two sureties, engaging for 
the clue collection and administration of the assets (§256). This bond is generally in 
double the amount of the assets likely to oome to his hand, and is stamped with a 
siAzhp rioW fixed at 8 rupees (Act YU. of 1870, schedule 2, elaw 16<)

8bx>uUi any person die possessed of property in British India, snccession to his 
immoveable property is regulated by the law of British India, wherever he may have 
Iwd his domicile at the time of his death (Act X. of 1865, § 5). It follows, therefore, 
that the law of British India must be complied with — first, in determining the validity 
of a Will, should there be one ; second, in The construction of the Will ; and third, iii 
case of intestacy, in detcnnining the persons among whom the property is to be divided. 

But succession to the moveable property of a deceased person is regulated by the law 
of the country in which he had his domicile at the time of his death flMd). Hence it 
is necessary in such cases to determine in the first instance what was the domicile of the 
deceased person. 

Under the Indian Succession Act § 6 a person can only have one domicile for the pur- 
pose of succession to his moveable property. The domicile of origin of every person of 
legitimate birth is in the country in which, at the time of his birth, his father was domi- 
ciled ; or if he was a posthumous child, in the country in which his father was domiciled, 
at the time of his father's death (§ 7) : and the domicile of ongiu of an illegitimate 
child is in the country in which, at the time of his birth, his mother was domiciled (§ 8). 
The domicile of origin prevails until a new domicile has been acquired (§ 9). 

A man acquires a new domicile by taking up his fixed habitation in a country which 
is not that of his domicile of origin (§ 10). The points to be determined are therefore — 
first, whether he actually has taken up his residence in the country ; and second, whether 
he intends to make it his fixed” residence for the future. (Explain and lUustrat Ibid). 

A person may acquire a domicile in British India either by taking up his fixed habi- 
tation m the oonntry as above, or by making and depositing in some office in Britiab ludia 
(to be fixed by the local Qovemment) a declaration in writing under his hatnl, of his 
desire to acquire such domicile, provided that he shall have been resident in British India 
for one year immediately preceding the time of his making such declaration (§ 11). A 
new domicile continues tiU the foimer domicile is resumed, or another has been acquir- 
ed (§ 13). 

By marriage a woman acquires the domicile of her husband if she bad not tlie same 
domicile before (§ lo) ; and the wife’s domicile during the marriage follows the domicile 
of her husband, unless they he separated by the sentence of a competent court, or if the 
husband is undergoing a sentence of transportation (§ 16). 

Succession to moveable property of a person who dies in British India leaving move- 
able property therein, in the absence of proof of any domicile elsewhere, is regulated by 
the law of British India^ (§ 19). 

It would be competent to a foreigner dying in, and not domiciled in British India, 
by a Will properly executed to appoint the Administiator-General or any other person 
his executor ; and such an appoiiubment would be valid as against the Consul of his nation 
(§ 179), the executor would be hound to distribute the estate according to tbe law of the 
country of the domicile of the deceased as to his moveable property, whilst his immo- 
veable property, if any, woul4 he subject to the law in 101*06 in British India (§ 

But should a foreigner having acquired a domicile in British India die either 
intestate or leaving a Wiih the succession to his estate would be regulated by the law 
in force in British India relating to intestate suocession or to Wills as the ease might he. 
That law wo4d apn^ to aH t^is property whether moveable or immoveable in Brirish 
India ; ii would tp the executor or administrator as tbe ease might be (§179) ; 

but it would not necessarily jiass to the Administrator-General, unless be should adminis- 
ter. This he would do only m case he were appointed executen*, or in the absence or gt 
the request of the next-of-kin or executor,' or of an universal legatee (Act II. of 
1974, § 15).

There ate three AdmiBistrators-Geni^ in Britirii India, one for each of the Pre- 
sidqncies of Bengal, Madras and Bombay (Act IX. of 1874, j 4). Their offices are at 
Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, respectively. 

The Presidency of Bengm include^ for this piirnose (§ 3), the territories which are 
qr shall for the time being be leipcctively under the governments of the Lieutenant- 
(iove^or of Bengal, the North-Western Proviiwes, and the Punjab, and under Ad- 
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minifitratioD of tlie OottmMoaaM OnShi fba Ceatnd ftoriaoes, BrkieAi Bur- 

mah, Ajmere and Mairwar^^ Aasaiii and tha Andawan and ISleobar islandB ; and auch of 
the dominions of the Trinoes and states in India in idliance with Her Majesty as the 
Oovernor^General in Council may^ by notifiealioii in the Sat 0 ite a/ India, from time to 
time, dii’ect. • 

The Presidency of Madras ineludes thfi territories which are or shall for the time 
being be under the government of the Oove^or of Fort )3t. Qeorge in Council, Coorg, 
My&ore, and such of the dominions aforesaid as the Goremor-Genenid in Council may, by 
notification in the Gazette of Indian from time to time direct, (ib.) 

The Presidency of Bombay means the tenitories which am or shall for the time 
being be under the government of the Qov^nor of Bombay in Conn oil, the Hyderabad- 
Abbigned Districts, and buch of the dominions aforesaid as the Governor-General in 
Council may, by notification in the Ocuiette qf India, from time to time, direct. {t&.) 

The duties of the Administrators-Generah and their powers, will be found set out at 
length in Act II. of 1874 of the Oovemor-Generid oi In& in Council. But it may here 
be shortly stated, that under Section Ifi of that enactment, f^he Administrator-General 
IS entitled to letters of administration, unless ^raatod to m universal legatee or to the 
neiirest-of-kin, that is, the neareE,t<ol-hiB absolutely, not merdy the nearest-of-kin in 
India —in the goods of Smallwood, per Korman J., July 20th 1868, where a brother the 
neareBi-of-kin in India, wgs held not to be entitled in priority to the Administrator- 
General, there being a father and mother alive in Kngland. 

By Section 16 he is required, within a reasonable tjli&e after he shall have had notice 
of the death, and that the deceased has left assets within the Presidency (as defined 
above) to take steps to apply to the High Court for letters of administration, and this, 
whether the deceased has left a Will or not ; provided that the assets are of greater 
value than Us. 1,000 and that no person shall, within a month after the death, have 
applied in each I^mdency for probate of a Will, or for any letters of Administration of 
the estate ; that is to say no person to whom the Oemrt would have given letters of 
Administration which would be enectual as regards the assets for which administration 
is soaght. 

But there is nothing to prevent the Administrator-General from applying to the 
Court for letters of administration in any case wHhin the period of one mouth from the 
death of the deceased (Act II. of 1874, § 28). 

If the assets do not exceed Be. 1,000 in value in the wholSt the Administrator- 
General is not bound to act ; hut ho may either grant a certificate to some persons 
entitled, or take charge of the estate himself without letters of administration, under 
(Act II. of 1874, §§86, 87). 

Letters of administration or probate granted to an Administrator-General in bis 
official capacity, authorise the person filling the office for the time b^g to act as acU 
miniftrator oresecutor of the estate to whi<m sadh letters ef odiirinistrafelon or probate 
dMi relate (§ § 29, 80) and all esUtee, Ac., v^ested ki the Admhimtrator^Qenerti, all his 
boohs, Ac., beoome vested in and transferred to 1m suceessoy in office CS 88), thus the 
inconvenienoc, delay and expense attmding ihe appointment of a fresh administration 
on the death of the original administrator or eaeeirtor ore avoided when the estate is 
idmed in the hands of the Adminislzater^IaneitaL 

Any private executor or administrator may, with the consent o| the Administrator- 
General of ^ Presidency in which the prop^ compr^ in the pr^te or letters ^ 
ateioisilraAien issitaate^ by an instrameat in wriAig ntader his ha^, bCMdng a stamp 
of ten TupeeSk acslimitaied in the local ChoeMe, traasler the estates, M., vi^ In 
hy vMiie of eodh prehate or letters to the Admiidstrator-Oanend by Ids name of efflee ; 
and th eiw ap en the tnuMteer heoomes exempt from all future liahHity. His future 
sights end irnMnsibUtties are transferred ^ the AdminMtmtef-Gtterat. Bat the trans- 
feror remains liable for all his acts and omissioDB in respect of the property prior to the 
transfer (§31^ _ r r- 

As soon as the AdminiBbnMpQr-G:^eraI takes joharge of tho-estaj:^, fact is adver- 
tise in the Gasette and in the puhUc ctejptorAia’e,<^^ 

their claims. They should state the amoon m and other part 3 CtPUup% and Export the}r 
claims by snch evidence as (under the cipComBtaaoeB qf th^" egse) the Ad^istrator- 
General is reasoofibly entitled to require. If a daimant fail to do thk withjn OjOA month 
of the date of the inethi^tion of any suit he may hfk^ jij^ingit t|tp Adnmistratog-Gene- 
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r«il io reepect of liis jcJaim, 4ie .be laaUe, in enj even^ ^ tbo -coste of the enit, 
and be iviU not be entitled to liave his decfe^ enforced. If aO obtain jadgxnentj he a'ill 
bc4»ntitled only tn payment oat of ^.aas^ rateably with othor creditors (§ 85.) 

The Administraior-OenereiL, like every other escecotor or administratorj is bound to 
keep the asHets for a reasonable time, to answer the claims of creditors. This time is 
fixed by the law generally at one year (Wms. Bxors., 6th ed., p. 1386) • but where the 
oase permits of it, the acoount can be closed earlier. Like any other executer or admi^* 
nistiator he is bound to pay all craditors rateably or preferentia^y, acoording to the law 
governing the dietributioii ; after the expiration of a year firom date of his adminis- 
tration no claim can be made upon him in respect of any assets paid or delivered by him 
to any legatee, or to any person entitled in distribution uniesB he had notice of the 
claim C§28.) 

Uiider the Indian Succession Act, the following payments only may be made in pre- 
ference, ; — Funeral expenses, death-bed charges, fees for medical attendance, boai-d 
and lodging for one month prior to death. 

Expenses of obtaining probate or letters of administration, including the costs of 
any judicial proceedings necessary for admlnistenng the estate, rank next, and then 
wages for serviees letMlered to the deceased within three months next preceding his 
death, by any laborer, artisan, or domestic servant ; all other debts are on an equal foot- 
ing (Act X. of 186r», §§ 279, 280, 281, and 282). Tlicse rules apply in all cases where 
the assets consist of immoveable property in British India ; where they consift of move- 
able property, the law of the country in which the deceased w^as domiciled prevails 
(§ 283) ; but no creditor who obtahis a part payment in preference to others by reason 
of this rule, can share xu the proceeds of any immoveable pn^rty of the deceased 
without bringing such pi^ymcnt Uiio accoimt (§ 286). 

The Administrator-General it bound to keep aceonnts as preseribed by the Act. 
These aoeounts are audited by the Ooveenment and his books are open at ali tbnee to the 
Auditor appointed by Govemment and to allow persons 'entitled so to do to isHpect them 
on payment of a reasonable fee fixed by Oovemineiit (Act II. of 1874, § 43) ; he is 
bound to furnish half-yearly schedules of the estates under his charge in form prescribed 
by the Act ; these schedules are published in the Gazette of t^ Presidency. Three 
copies are Bcnt to the Government for transmission to the Secretigy of Statfs for India 
for the information of persons who are interested in the matter. 

The Administrator-General of Bengal is eptitled to a commission of 3 percent., and 
the Administrator- General of Bombay or Madras to a commission of 5 per cent. 52), 
(except ill the case of the estates of officers and soldiers, when the commission is uni- 
formly 3 per cent., on the assets after payment qf the preferenti^ (finarges 21 and 
52). This commission is to cover the expenses of his establishment ; but he is entitled 
to reimburse himself, in addition for any payment made by him in respect of any estate 
in his chargei which a private administrator of such estate might have lawfully made 
(§54). The commission allowed 1^ the Act Is the maximum eommWem. It 'may be 
r^uced by arrangement in special cases. No person other than an Administratoi'^Gene- 
i-al acting officmlly shall receive or retain any comiiiissioo or pgancy ohaiges for any 
thing done under any iwobate or letters of administration {§ 58).

Office Establishment. 

Grish Chunder Dass, (hrretpondenee Clerk. I Bhngobutty Churn Banerjee, Atst. Acett, 
Brojonauth Doss, Accountant, | Denonautb Doss, Cash-keeper. 

This office was created by Act XVll. of 1843, in consequence of the difficulty 
experienced in India in obtaining private Trustees, and the trouble and expense of ap- 
pointing new Trustees, on the death or departure from India of those already created. 
The office is now regulated by Act XVII. of 1864. 

The Official Trustee is paid by commission, and may, at his own option, undertake 
all kinds of Trusts, except lieligious Trusts ; but must always be appointed sole Trustee, 
and cannot act jointly with any one else. 

There are five classes of cases under the Act in which the services of the Official 
Trustee will be useful. 

(1.) Few Trusts . — When a person is desirous of making a settlement of property on 
marriage, or at any other time, for the benefit of bis wife or family or of any other per- 
son, or for a charitable purpose. 

(2.) Assignment for heneft of creditors . — ^When a person in embarrassed circum- 
stances is desirous of assigning all his property to a Trustee for the benefit of his 
creditors. 

(8.) EasUdissg Trusts . — When the Tjrastees are dead, or out of the jurisdiction of the 
High Court, or unwilling to oontinue acting. 

(4.) Gifts or Legacies for Infants or Lunatics . — ^When the executor or other person 
holding such property Is anxious to be relieved the charge. 

(5.) Trusts under a Will . — In all cases the consent of the Official Trustee to his 
appointment must be obtained before-band, or the appointment will not be valid. 

Mode of obtaining Appointment or Official Trustee. 

In new Trusts he is appointed by the Deed creating the Trust In other cases a pe- 
tition to the High Oodrt is necessary, the costs of which are usually ord(»^ to he paid out 
of the Trust Funds, By means of a deed of new appointment in the one case ahd by a 
like petition in the other case, the Funds can always be retransferred to a private Trus- 
tee« unless otherwise provided by the Deed or Will creating the Trust. 

All propi^y and interests veried in an Offi^ Trustee will, upon his death, reidgna- 
tion, dr removal from office, vest in his Buocessor in office, without any fresh appointment 
or charge whatsoever. 

It is necessary to employe* Solicitor in preparing Trust Deeds, end in applyiDg to 
the Court for the appointment of Official Trustee. In most cases, ate, it wifi expedite 
business if qoiniiniaicatio^ respecting Trusts be made through a Solimtor^ 

OoMMiaaiON. 

In new Trusts the rates are agreed upon between the person creating the Trust and 
the Official Truf*tee, and will vary according to the nature of the duties to be performed. 
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In existing Trusts, and on propari^ leoeived for inf^ts and lunatics the rates are 
fixed by the Act as f oUows 

i per cent, on capital monies reeefred. 

} per cent, on interest and dividends raised. 

2\ per cent on rents collected. 

Also I per cent, on the investment, when necessary, of ally funds received in cash. 


Capital monies and surolus income are invested in Government Securities, except it 
be otherwise provided by the Deed or Will creating the Trusta 


Custody of Securities. 

All Socurities are kept in the Bank of Bengal, and cannot be removed from thence 
except under an order signed by a Judge of the High (k>urt, speci^ing the purpose of 
such removal. ^ a r 

Remittances to Europe. 

Remittances to beneficiaries resident in Europe are made at the Government rate 
of exchange for the year through Government to the Official Agent at the India Office, 
London, for payment to parties entitled. 

Audit. 

The accounts arc audited yearly by Auditors appointed by the Chief Justice. 

iV. .fl.— Persons wishing to make a disposition of property by TUiZ/, and to appoint 
an Official Executor, should appoint the Ad7n in istrator- {fenerali oxid not the Official 
Trustee, who cannot act in tlie capacity of Executor. The Official Trustee however may 
>)e api»ointed Trustee of a Will ; his duties as such to commence after the administration 
of the estate under the Will has been completed, for the consent of the Official Trustee 
must be obtained to such appointment and be evidenced by his signature at the foot of 
the Will. The duties of the two Offices are distinct, though they may be and sometimes 
are held by the same individual.

ICtieh registered newspaper charged separately. 

(5. The postage rates given above are chargeable upon each registered newspaper ; 
but an extra or suppbiineut to any registeicd newspaper bearing the same dat^j as the 
newspaper, and transmitted therewith under the same cover, is deemad part of the 
ucwspaiier. 

Prepaying t of vegUteved newspa pers compulsory. 

7. Registered newspapers can be forwarded b 3 ^ the letter post at the above-men- 
tioned rates (uily if the posbig<5 f«lly prepaid. A rcgisfeCTcd newspaper posted unixiid 
or in.sufiiciciitly paid, but in other rcsptHjis fulfilling the under-mentioned contlitions, 
will )x! forwanled to the Dead Letter Office. 

(hndifions to he ohserred in respect of registered newspapers. 

H. llcgisttucd newspapers can be forwarded by letter post at the alKivc-mentioncd 
rales only if the following conditions be observed, viz : —

(2.) 'I here shall be 110 w'ord prinUul on such newspaper after its publication, or 
upon the covta- ther('.of. nor any writing or mark upon it, or upon the cover of it. 
exccia llui name and address of the person to whom it is sent, ami the name and 
address of the sender. 

(;h) There shall be no paper or thing enclosed in or with any such newspaper. 

(1.) The newspaper must Ixjar in print in a promiiuMit position iibove the addres^i 
or on the outside fold the word “registered,” followed by the rcgi.'jtration number gfveii 
by llu; Tost Master ticneral. 

(r».) Ka<3h Registered Ncwsiiaixir should lie piisted singly ; but w'hore scyer.sl Xews- 
\)apcr.s are transmitted t«) one address they may, if folded separately, with the legis- 
tratioii numl)cr outside, be put in one bundle, subject to a postage charge equal to "the 
aggri'gate of the |iostag« due ou eiicli Newspaper. In this euse. tlio Tiiin>ber of sepa- 
rately folded Newspapc's in tlie bundle must be specified in a prominent way al)o\ o

PARCELS AND PACKETS.^

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transmissioD as a parcel and fulUle the conditions laid down for parcels is treated as a 
parcel ; and any article not exceeding ten tolas m weight and not falling to be treated 
n6 a parcel which has the ends open (see definition in paragraph 1) and is prepaid with one 
anna postage, and docs not contain any letter or communication of the nature of a letter 
(unless such letter or communication be wholly printed or lithographed,) is treated as a 
packet. 

Tlhat articles treated as parcels or pcbcJiets when they exceed 10 tolas in weight. 

All articles committed to the Post Office, which exceed ten tolas in weight, and which 
do not fall to be treated as letters, registered newspapers or proof sheets, under the 
preceding paragraphs, are treated as parcels or packets ; those which are posted fully 
prepaid at parcel rates or superscribed by the senders for transmission as parcels or 
presented at the Post Office for that purpose, or which owing to deficient prepayment or 
excess of size or mode of packing cannot be forwarded as packets are treated as parcels : 
and the others arc treated as packets. 

Parcels and pachets how tramsmitted. 

11. All parcels are transmitted by ban ghy post under a system of registration : 
packets not exceeding 10 tolas in weight are transmitted by letter post, and packets 
exceeding that limit arc transmitted by baiighy post ; there is no registration for 
packets. 

Mode of packing^ prepayment^ and cowtents of parcels aiid pachets. 

12. Parcels may at the option of the sender be pac^ked in closed covers, but packets 
must be i>acked in open covers (see definition in paragraph 1): the prepayment of pos- 
tage on parcels is optional, while for packets full prepayment is compulsory. Not 
more than one letter or communication of the nature of a letter (not wnolly printed 
or lithographed), may be enclosed in any parcel, and no letter or communication of 
the nature of a letter (not wholly printed or lithographed), may be enclosed in a packet, 
nor may a packet contain anything closed against iiispeciion ; but with these excc[)< 
tioDS, and with the exception also of dangerous substances and other articles which 
cannot be sent by post in any form, there are no restrictions as to ttie contents of par- 
cels and packets. 

Unpaid and insuf^cienfly paid parcels, 

13. Unpaid parcels are charged on delivery at the same rates as would have been 
chargeable if the postage had been prepaid : insufficiently paid parcels are charged on 
delivery with the deficiency. 

Receipts given for parcels when properly pached. 

14. A person tendering a parcel at a Post Office within the prescribed hours is 
entitled to get a receipt for it, provided that the parcel so tendered is securely packet! in 
cloth, wax -cloth, or tin ; and if it is packed in cloth, or wax-cloth, provided further that 
it beai’s seals with distinct impressions of some device (not that of a cun-ent coin) at 
intervals not exceeding five inches along the lines of sewing. 

Receipts to he signed by addressee on delivery of parcels. 

15. The addressees of parcels are required to sign receipts for them on delivery. 

Limit of fveight of parcels. 

16. No parcel exceeding 25 seers (2,0CJ tolas) in weight can be received at any Post 
Office for despatch. 

Parcels received by post from seaward, exceeding the above weight, are made over 
to the Collector of Customs for publication in his list of unclaimed (iackages. 

Size of pachets and parcels. 

17. No packet may exceed one foot and a half in length, or one foot in width 
or depth ; and if any such packet be posted, it will be treated as a parcel and charged 
accordingly. 

Although no particular limit of size !s prescribed in the case of parcels, a Post 
Office may refuse to receive any parcel which, owing to its size, shape or otherwise, 
enniiot be carried without serious inconvenience to the mail service or risk to the 
parcel itself. 

Parcels between places connected by gnarantced raihmy. 

18. Between places connected by guaranteed railway, where the railway authorities 
may have intimated their readiness to undertake the conveyance aud delivery of 
pa! cels, the Post Office does not convey parcels, except such as maybe sent on the 
public service. Of courne, if either the place of address or the pUice of despatch Ixj 
Tiot oil the line of guaranteed railway, the above rule does injt apply.

ECCLESIASTICAL FEES. 

The following amended Rules for the levy of Ecclesiastical fees throughout India 
which have been framed by His Excellency the Governor-General in Council, are i)ub- 
lished for general information, in supersession of the Rules which appeared under Kotifica- 
tiou No. 548, dated the 18th September, 1868 : — 

I. — No fees are charged for the performance of the rite of baptism or burial, or for 
the registration of the performance of these offices. 

II. — In addition to the fee for the Surrogate’s license, a fee of Rs. 10 shall be charged 
on all marriages by license, except the marriages of officers and others in the Military or 
Naval Service of Her Majesty. 

HI. — The fee for the Surrogate’s license shall be Rs. 50 both in the Presidency Towns 
and in the interior. No fee will be charged on marriage by banns. 

IV. — When registers are searched and copy of any entry ^ven, a fee of one rupee 
shall be ch.arged for the first year,* and four annas for every additional year over which the 
search may extend, as well as a fee of one rupee for the certificate. Soldiers, sailois, an 
non-commissioned and petty officers are exempted from payment. 

V. — A fee of eight annas for every square foot of ground occupied shall be charged 
for the construction of any masonry giave in a burial ground. 

VI. — A further fee of one rupee per square foot shall be levied on the erection of a 
monument in a burial ground : provided, however, that for a simple headstone or flat slab 
of the size of an ordinary headstone an uniform fee of Rs 15 only shall be charged. A fee 
of Rs. 75 shall be levied on a faculty for the erection of a monument in a Church. 

VII. — The fees levied on the construction of masonry graves and the erection of monu- 
ments shall form a fund for keeping the burial ground and Church compound in order, ex- 
cept in Calcutta and Bombay, where they will be credited to Government. 

YIII. — British soldiers and non-commissioned officers are exempted with retrosprciivp 
effect, from the payment of any fee for the construction of masonry graves, or fur tho 
erection of monuments in burial grounds to the memory of their comrades, wives, or 
children. No monument, however, either regimeut:il or private, shall exceed six square ferb 
and no riiasoury grave shall occupy more ground than an area of eight feet by four. The 
simple stone slab or headstone should be generally adopted. 

IX. — The Chaplain may at his discretion reduce or altogether remit, in cases of extreme 
poverty, the fee for searching registers and making copies as well as tho fee leviable on 
the coiistniction of m.'isonry graves, but not for the erection of monuments. 

X. — Tho fees prescribed in these Rules should be paid to the Chaplain, or, in the ab- 

sence of the Chapliiiu, to the officer in charge of the burial ground, and shall be iluly 
accounted for.

The following is an extract from an-official communication to the Military Boards 
dated the 2^th September 1848, 

It sliould be distinctly understood, that it is not optional with the Clcrgymiin to 
frivc or withhold the key of the Burial Ground, which must be opened whenever it is 
required for purposes of iuterment by Europeans or Christians, of whatever sect or de- 
nomination. 

“ The Lord Bishop has also been informed, that in respect to ground which has 
been consecrated by him, or j^round which may be set apart hereafter at a station, for 
the purpose of burial, it is desirable that a sufficient portion should be reserved for tho 
use of Dissenters.”

At a small distajice from Verapoly on a billock called Mo^amey, adjoining the 
Archbishop’s residence, a Convent for native Carmelites of the Latin rite was estab- 
lished in 1874 ; at present there are 3 Priests, 17 Novices, and 4 Lay brothers. 

Lately 6 Convents for native Carmelites of the Syrian rite have been established and 
number 30 Priests, 39 Novices, and 22 Lay brothers j their principal establishment is 
at Ooonemaw and Magnamey near Verapoly, where the Noviciates of the Society are 
established. 

Besides the Convents for Native monks, there are two Convents for Nuns of the 
same order ; the one at Cochin where 6 Bast Indian Nuns teach 86 girls,* and attached to 
it is a Malyalim school attended by 40 native girls ; and the other at Valuley near Coo- 
nemaw, where 8 Malabarese nuns, 4 Novices and 4 Lay sisters keep a boarding school 
and bring up girls of their nationality. 

There are also 6 Catecbumenates and 4 Printing establishments in this Mission, 
where many classical and pious books both in Syrian and Malyalim and a Bi-monthly 
Malyalim Gazette, are also published.

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MISSION OF THE LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY IN BENGAL. 

Its object is to preach the Gospoi to the Natives, and to promote Ihe Christian 
education of Native youth of both sexes, to found and build up Native Christiati 
Churches, and to educate Native Christian children. The principle of the London 
Missionary Society is to preach and teaoli the Gospel without reference to Sectarian 
peculiarities leaving it to Converts to choose their own form of CMmrch Government. 
The Society’s North Indian Missions are at Calcutta and the 24-Pergunnahs, Bcrham- 
porc, Benares, Mir^apore, Singrowlee, Almora, and llancckhet. It has fifteen Euroiiean 
Missionaries in Bengal and the Up])er- Provinces, five ordained Native Missionaries, eleven 
Native Chnrchos, six English Churches, five Central Institutions with affiliated Schools 
for boys, and seventoeu Schools for Native Girls. 

The Mis'^ionarics of the London Society have usually been em]>loyed in preaching in 
the Vernacular to the Natives, and in educating the young; they have also been engaged 
in translating tlie Scriptures, and in Chn.stian literary labors.

“ The Women’s Workshop” was established seven years ago for the purpose of afford- 
ing e«ppi«>ynient to a class of women, chiefly of Portuguese origin, whose extreme poverty 
anilicw' condition clftiw the sympathy and assistance of those who are in better oir- 
cuQfi^itftnces, 
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The object of the Society ia not ao much charity, as to encourage habits of industry, 
and to enable those who are able and willing to work to earn an amount which will 
form an important addition to their small incomes. 

At the same time, the rates charged for work are not higher than those usually paid 
to Native Durzees. 

The Workshop is, as far as possible, self-supporting ; but there are some expenses, 
such as rent, superintendence, &c., which must in part be met by the subscriptions of 
friends. Besides which a certain amount of capital is required for the purchase of mate- 
rial. The object of this statement, however, is not so much to solicit subscriptions as to 
enlist the interest of the Ladies of Calcutta in the scheme, and to induce them to 
employ the Workshop in the various descriptions of work which will be hereafter sug- 
gested. 

The daily attendance of women averages from 70 to 100. The hours of work are 
from { past 9 to 3. 

It is hoped this statement of the objects and constitution of the Workshop, and 
the rates now quoted for work, will induce householders to aid the scheme. Orders for 
plain work will be especially welcome, as but a limited number of the women are at 
present capable of doing work of a higher class. 

All orders will he received and promptly attended to by the Secretary at the 
Women’s workshop, 294, Bow Bazar street ; and the Ladies of the Committee will be at 
all times ready to afford information to those who are interested in the Workshop and 
its objects.

RULES FOR GRANTS-m-AID TO COLLEGES AND SCHOOLS. 

1. A grant from provincial revenues is assigned by Qnrernment annually for each 
district, to be expended in grantsdn-aid to Schools not under Government management 
provided they fiillil the condJtiona presoribed in the following rules. 

Subject to approval and conffrination the district grant is distributed hy the 
district Committee of Public Instruction to schools which are certlffed to be eligible 
under these rules, reference being had to the requirements of each Ick^alitj as eompaied 
with otherS} and to the funds di^osable. 
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1 9. The ftmountB above set down are vj/LaatiminTt amounts, and it must be under- 
stood that the maximvm grrant will not in all cases and as a matter of course bo sanc- 
tioned. In the districts of —

the maximum^ grant will not ordinarily be given. 

20. Grants will be sanctioned ordinarily for terms of five years, but it 'will be in 
the power of the District Committee to Tniike another grant to the same school for a 
second or third term of years. Ordinarily, renewed grant will be considerably below 
the maximum allowed under rules 14-18, and the grant to a school should grow Kinallcr 
and smaller on such renewal. In this way money will from time to time be sot fr(‘c, 
and the Committee will be able to aid new schools even though their gr.ant-iii-aid allot- 
ment remains stationary. 

When a grant is Sulsmitted for sanction a statement of tlic proposed establishment 
of the school will also be submitted for insertion in the Director’s authorisation of the 

grant.

(2.) The grant is payable every month. 

(3.) Tlie monthly bills (in Form annexed) must bo sent to the Inspector for coun- 
tersignature and must be accompanied hj a certified abstraoi (in^^’orm annexed) of the 
receipts and disbursements of the school for the month prcceuing th.T,t for wliieh the 
bill is drawn. After countersignature the bill will bo paid .-it the treasury. 

(4.) The monthly bills and the certified abstract of the school accounts niiest bo 
signed by the Secretary of the School. 

(5 ) The bill is countersigned on the distinct understanding that the salaries and 
other charges certified by the Secretary to have been paid have actually been paid. 

(C.) (’ontingent charges arc to be accounted for in detail. 

(7.) Salaries for service in any month become due on the first day of the following 
month, 

(8.) The grant is liable to be reduced or withdrawn if tlio payment of any teacher's 
salary is delayed for more than two montbs after it has become due. 

(9.) The grant is liable to be reduced or withdrawn if the scliool is unfavorably 
reported on as regards the attendance of proficiency and the scholars. 

(10.) The grant is liable to be reduced or withdrawn if the managers employ ill- 
qualified masters or if they keep their accounts in a negligent and untrustworthy man- 
ner, or if they send up incorrect accounts, or if they fail to transmit punctually the 
periodical retunis required by the Education Department, or if the school house is unfit 
for the purposes of the school or is untidy or dirty. 

(11.) The grant is liable to be reduced or withdrawn if the teachers keep untidy or 
untrustworthy registers, or if they are frequently absent from duty. 

(12.) Holidays are not to exceed sixty d.'iys in the year exclusive of Sundays, 
except under peculiar circumstances and with the sanefion of the Dibtrict Committee,

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(13.) Every new election to the Committee of Management must be notifioJ to the 
District Committee, under the signatures of the Secretary and of the member or mem- 
bers elected. 

(M.) Every change of Secretary must be notified to the Inspector under the 
signatures of the new Sccretai’y and the members of the Oommitteo of Management* 

Special Chants. 

21. Special grants are given towards the cost ol furnishing schooldiouacs, and 
provitling maps and other school apparatus, in consideration of expenditure from private 
poiirei's inciiiTcd in the establishment and equipment of schools, and on condition that 
the Managers undertake to refund the amount of any such grant, if the school obtain- 
ing it should })C fibolisbcd within a period to be fixed by the Director of Tublie In- 
struction. 

22. Spr'oial grants are given towards the cost of building school-houses provided 
such liousc's arc jfirrua masonry structures. 

23. C rants arc not gi\entopayoff debts for bnikling, nor in consideration of 
forruei’ expenditure for building, nor for the in.airitcnancc of bnil dings. 

24. Before a building grant is sanctioned, the site, plans, estimates, specifications, 
title and trust deed must be approved by the Commissioner of tlie division. 

2.'). Tlie trust deed must declare the Vniildirig to be granted in trust for school pur- 
pose and Tor no ollitu* purposes whatever. It must also provide for the legal ownership 
(»f the premises, for the proper maintenance of the building, and for the inspection and 
manageincnt of the school. 

26. I'he grant i.s not paid until — 

(1.) A report is received from the Executive Engineer, Department of Public 
Works, certifying that the building has been completed in accordance with the sanc-

The benefits of this (;harity are not confined to the poor of Calcutta ; indigent 
children being receivefl from all [lartsS of India. ’I'he Governing Body twice in the year 
(Februjiiy .ukI August) elect scholars on the fotindation Every subscriber to the funds 
has tile privilege of reconiniending destitute childreji, foi election, and a bonus of Rs. 
250 will secure a uouiination to a free scholarship as vacancies arise. 

Pupils are not received under 5 or over 10 years of nge, nor are they permitted, un- 
less they become pupil Teachers, to remain after attaining the ago of 17. 

When a child is not withdrawn by his guai'diau, the Governors provide him with a 
home, employment, and apprentice allowance, 

Puiiils from the advanced classes sit for tlie University Entrance Examination 
every year, but the Governors' sira is not so much to encourage exceptional ability, as 
to give all the chiMreii a sound elementary education adapted to their protiable position 
and requirements on loaviug. Industrial departnieuU are attached to both the boys’ and 
girls’ sehoiils, In 1875 the average number of free Scholars was 270 and the whole list 
of pupils (Day Pupils and Boarders) 391,

The Upper School of file Military Orphan Society is now a Governmeut lustitiition, 
supported chiefly by the contributions of the Officers of the Bengal Army, and restricted 
to the reception of theii orphans. 

The Society w.ia projected in 1782 by Major-General Kirkpatrick. A proposal for its 
establishment was circulated to the officers of the Army in August 1782, which was cordially 
agreed to with soarcely a single exception. The first meeting of the Society i^^as held on the 
2‘Jth of March 1783. 

The objects of tbe Society, as stated in the original proposals, and as ever since acted 
upon, are to provide fixed funds or resources for the maintenance of the children of deceased 
Oflicers ; to relieve Officers from the burden of contributing to private Bubseriptions in be- 
half of individual orphans ; and in the hour of sickness and of danger tn yield them the 
consolation that, in the event of their dying poor, a certain provision would bo secured to 
their olLpiiiig.

‘j'he Lower School was constituted by Governmeut in May 1783, and sanctioned by the 
Court of Directors on the 24th of February 1786. 

The objects of the School are to encourage the European Soldier to enter in the 
marriage state ; to relieve him from the heavy burdefr of Tearing a large offiipring with very 
scanty means, and by the comfortable inurateirance and education of his children to attach 
him to the service by ties which did not previously exist; to rescue the children themselves 
from the vices and intemperance uf the barracks, and kaviug saved them from profligacy, 
distress, and premature decay, to render them useful members of the community by rearing 
them up in the principles of the Christian re%ion, and by educating and respectably setting 
them up in life. 

The eonceyns of the Institution are administered by a body of Managers,, styled the 
Standing Committee, and the Controllei' of Military Accotints.

The Rifle Corps is composed of effective and Honoiary Members. 

Eflective Members are required to attend 9 dnlls each year, 6 of which miiAt 
be dulls of the whole Battalion. They must also possess a competent knowledge 
of Squad and Company diill, including the Manual and Plato<»n exercises^ 
skirmishing in Company and Musketry drill. Recruits must attend dO drilki| 
(Squad Company, Battalion and Musketry) to become effective. 

Every Volunteer must be present at the Annual Inspection of the Corps, 
unless absent with the sanction of the Commanding Othcor, and Are GO rounds lu 
class firing. 

Honorary Members are not required to undergo any Uiill. • 

JloiiorAiy Members must contribute Rs 24 annually and are allowed the 
privilege of using the Rifle Range for practice and of wearing the uniform of the 
Corjwi, 

A Capitation grant of Rs 20 is allowed annually by Government fop eveiy 
Blettibor who has made himself effective by attending tlie prescribed nnmber of 
drills, and ali extra efficiency allowance of Rs. 10 for every Volunteer who during 
iliat season passes out of tlie 3rd doss at Target practice. Thk allowanee is 
devote to providing uniform which is issued free, and to certain other aperifie 
purposes laid down by Government. 

* Tiic Regimeotal Riflie Ranges are situated, one at Bailgurriah on the Ea.«rten) 
Bengal RaRaraj, 7 miles from Calcutta, and the other a new one, just comideted^ 
at Ballyguim. They both extend to 1,000 yards. 

Vhe Baliyguiige Range is furnished wit i an improved system of sliding targets^ 
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'vbioh ailmibi of tlie shot marks being obliterated after each shot, and also of an 
indicator being fixed to shew the exact position of each hit, without exposure 
of the men marking. This range is also an excellent one in other respects, and 
being conveniently near to Calcutta, affords opportunities for rifle practice^ such 
as no other place in India and few at home can boast. 

The Regiment is now connected with the National Rifle Association. Tlie 
silver medal of the Assooiation is competed for annually by first-class shots 
in class firing of the season. 

The Regiment receives the ^‘Volunteer Service Oazotte,” the official organ of 
the Volunteer Force throngliout the world. The Gazette is regularly filed in the 
Orderly Room at Head Quarters for the perusal of Members of the Corps. 

The general business of the Corps is managed by a General ('ominittee com- 
posed of Members irom each Company, elected amiiially at the commencement 
of each season. 

The days for drills and parades are fixed weekly, and intimation of the 
arrangements for each week is published in the Daily Papers on the Saturday 
moruing previous. 

Gentlemen wishing to join the Corps should apply to Iload-Quartei's where 
every information can be obtained. 

The 0. V. R. Club at 6, Lind.sav Street, is open to all effective meinhors at a 
monthly subscription of Rs 3 for Oliicers ; Re. 1 for Scrjoaiits, and 8 annas for 
other Members. In the Reading Room will be found the daily Indian and weekly 
English Papers. A Billiard Room a!id Canteen are attached' to the Club.
